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You  good  people  have  come  here  this 
morning  because  you  are  interested  in 
the  question  of  salvation,  not  only  for 
yourselves,  but  for  your  dead.  This  doc- 
trine is  one  of  the  outstanding  teachings 
of  the  Church  and  is  peculiar  to  the 
'Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  I  know  of  no  other  church  on 
the  earth  which  teaches  this  doctrine  or 
believes  in  it.  When  I  say  this  I  am  not 
unmindful  of  the  doctrine  taught  in  one 
great  church  of  the  world  where  prayers 
are  offered  for  the  dead,  but  that  doctrine 
is  of  rather  limited  scope  and  does  not  in 
any  way  compare  with  the  doctrine  of 
universal  salvation  as  it  has  been  re- 
vealed to'  the  Church  in  this  dispensation 
of  the  fulness  of  times. 

Every  Soul  must  hear  the  Gospel. 

The  Lord  has  made  it  known  that  bis 
mercy  extends  to  the  uttermost  bounds 
and  that  everv  soul   is   entitled  to  hear 


the  gospel  plan,  either  in  this  life  or  in 
the  spirit  world.  All  who  hear  and  be- 
lieve, repenting  and  receiving  the  Gospel 
in  its  fulness,  whether  living  or  dead,  are 
heirs  of  salvation  in  the  celestial  king- 
dom of  God.  Those  who  reject  the 
Gospel,  but  who  live  honorable  lives, 
shall  also  be  heirs  of  salvation,  but  not 
in  the  celestial  kingdom.  The  Lord  has 
prepared  a  place  for  them  in  the  terrestial 
kingdom.  Those  who  live  lives  of  wicked- 
ness may  also  be  heirs  of  salvation,  that 
is,  they  too  shall  be  redeemed  from  death 
and  from  hell  eventually.  These,  how- 
ever, must  suffer  in  hell  the  torments  of 
the  damned  until  they  pay  the  price  of 
their  sinning,  for  the  blod  of  Christ  will 
not  cleanse  them.  This  vast  host  will 
find  their  place  into-  the  celestial  king- 
dom where  their  glory  differs  as  the  stars 
of  the  heavens  in  magnitude.  Sons  of 
peridition  are  those  who  have  rejected 
the  light  and  the  truth  after  havinsr  re- 
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ceived  the  testimony  of  Jesus,  and  they 
are  the  only  ones  who  are  not  redeemed 
from  the  dominion  of  the  devil  and  his 
angels. 

Only  the  Obedient  to  be  Saved  in  the 
Celestial  Kingdom. 

Those  who  receive  the  fulness  of  the 
Gospel  now,  and  endure  in  faith  to  the 
end,  shall  be  saved  in  the  celestial  king- 
dom, and  all  who'  have  died,  or  who*  may 
yet  die,  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel,  who  would  have  received  it  in 
this  life  had  the  opportunity  come,  and 
who  do  receive  it  in  its  fulness  in  the 
spirit,  are  also  heirs  of  the  celestial  king- 
dom. For  these  we  perform  in  the  tem- 
ples the  work  which  is  required  of  all 
who  enter  the  celestial  kingdom. 

No  man  shall  enter  the  kingdom  of 
God,  meaning  the  celestial  kingdom, 
except  through  obedience  to  the  princi 
pies  and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel.  All 
little  children,  however,  are  redeemed 
through  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
are  heirs  of  this  kingdom. 

All  Things  When  First  Created  were 
"Very  Good." 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  explain  or 
enter  into  the  question  of  temples  and 
temple  ordinances,  because  if  I  did  I 
would  repeat  what  I  have  recently  said 
which  is  published.  I  have  a  number  of 
thoughts  in  mind,  but  to<  begin  with  I 
will  make  some  remarks  in  regard  to>  this 
earth  and  its  inhabitants,  which  some 
of  you  may  think  has  little  if  any  bearing 
on  the  question  of  salvation  for  the  dead. 
Let  me  read  to  you  from  the  scriptures. 
This  is  from  the  first  chapter  of  Genesis, 
and  is  the  last  verse : 

"  And  God  saw  every  thing  that  he  had 
made,  and,  behold,  it  was  very  good.  And 
the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the 
sixth  day." 

Perhaps  I  had  better  read  a  few  more 
verse  from 'the  second  chapter. 

"  Thus  the  heavens  and  the  earth  were 
finished,  and  ALL-the  HOSTS  of  them. 

"  And  on  the  seventh  day  God  ended 
his  work  which  he  had  made ;  and  he 
rested  on  the  seventh  day  from  all  his 
work  which  he  had  made. 


"  And  God  blessed  the  seventh  day, 
and  sanctified  it;  because  that  in  it  he 
had  rested  from  all  his  work  which  God 
created  and  made. 

"  These  are  the  generations  of  the 
heavens  and  the  earth  when  they  were 
created,  in  the  day  that  the  Lord  God 
made  the  earth  and  the  heavens, 

"  And  every  plant  of  the  field  before  it 
was  in  the  earth, 

"  And  every  herb  of  the  field  before  it 
grew ;  for  the  Lord  God  had  not  caused 
it  to  rain  upon  the  earth,  and  there  was 
not  a  man  to  till  the  ground. 

"  But  there  went  up  a  mist  from  the 
earth,  and  watered  the  whole  face  of  the 
ground . 

"  And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of 
the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  in- 
to his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life ;  and 
man  became  a  living  soul." 

Moses  wrote  the  Account  of  Creation. 

This  statement  has  been  a  great  puzzle 
to  the  world.  Our  modernist  friends  will 
tell  you  that  here  are  two  accounts 
blended  into  one,  written  by  at  least  two 
writers  of  different  periods.  They  call 
the  one  story  the  "J"  account  and  the 
other  the  "E"  account.  It  is  claimed 
by  them  that  the  earlier  historian  lived 
about  850  B.C.  and  referred  to  the 
Creator  as  Jehovah.  His  successor,  who 
used  the  name  Elohim  in  referring  to'  the 
Creator,  is  said  to  have  lived  about  750 
B.C.  So  you  see  they  place  the  writing 
of  Genesis  hundreds  of  years  after  the 
day  of  Moses.  Modern  revelation  teaches 
us  that  Moses  wrote  this  story,  and  we 
understand  why  these  two1  names  are 
used,  and  very  consistently  in  reference 
to  the  Father  and  the  Son..  The  Lord  re- 
vealed to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  that 
this  record  was  given  in  vision  to  Moses 
on  an  exceeding  high  mountain,  the 
name  of  which  is  not  known.  Moreover, 
we  have  the  account  of  creation  written 
by  Abraham,  and  Abraham  received  his 
record  from  the  fathers  and  it  was  pre- 
served in  his  hands  by  the  will  and 
power  of  God,  so  that  we  have  in  the 
writings  of  Abraham  the  history  which 
has  come  down  from  the  days  of  Adam. 
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(Abraham  1:  31.)  Therefore,  if  we  ac- 
cept the  revelations  which  have  come 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  we 
know  that  the  teachings  of  the  modern 
scholars  in  this  regard  are  not  true. 

Pre-Adainite  Theory  not  a  Doctrine  of 
the  Church. 

Even  in  the  Church  there  are  a  scat- 
tered few  who'  are  now  advocating  and 
contending  that  this  earth  was  peopled 
with  a  race — perhaps  many  races — long 
before  the  days  of  Adam.  These  men 
desire,  of  course,  to  square  the  teachings 
in  the  Bible  with  the  teachings  of  modern 
science  and  philosophy  in  regard  to  the 
age  of  the  earth  and  life  upon  it.  If  you 
hear  any  one  talking  this  way,  you  may 
answer  them  by  saying  that  the  doctrine 
■  of  "pre- Adamites"  is  not  a  doctrine  of 
the  Church,  and  is  not  advocated  nor 
countenanced  in  the  Church.  There  is 
no  warrant  in  the  scripture,  not  an 
authentic  word,  to  sustain  it.  But  the 
revelations  of:  the  Lord  reveal  Adam  as 
the  "Ancient  of  days,"  Michael,  the 
Archangel,  who  is  appointed  to1  have 
jurisdiction  through  all  time  and  eternity 
on  this  earth  and  to  preside  over  it,  un- 
der the  direction  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  is 
called  by  the  Lord  the  "first  man  of  ALL 
men"  upon  the  earth,  and  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  has  said :  ' '  Commencing 
with  Adam,  who  was  the  first  man,  who 
is  spoken  of  in  Daniel  as  being  the 
'  Ancient  of  Days,'  or  in  other  words,  the 
first  and  oldest  of  ail."  This  is  the 
doctrine  which  has  been  taught  by  au- 
thority in  the  Church  regarding  Adam. 

No  Death  on  the  Earth  before  Adam. 

As  I  have  read,  the  Lord  pronounced 
the  earth  good  when  it  was  finished. 
Everything  upon  its  face  was  called  good. 
There  was  no  death  in  the  earth  before 
the  fall  of  Adam.  I  do  not  care  what 
the  scientists,  say  in  regard  to  dinosaurs 
and  other  creatures  upon  the  earth  mil- 
lions of  years  ago  that  lived  and  died  and 
fought  and  struggled  for  existence.  When 
the  earth  was  created  and  was  declared 
good  peace  was  upon  its  face  among  all 
its  creatures.  Strife  and  wickedness 
were  not  found  here,   neither  was  there 


any  corruption.  I  do  not  know  how  long 
the  earth  was  in  course  of  preparation.  I 
do  not  care.  That  has  nothing  to  do  with 
our  purpose,  nothing  to  do  with  the  plan 
of  salvation.  It  is  sufficient  for  me  to  know 
that  after  some  lengthy  period  of  time, 
or  times,  called  days,  the  earth  was 
finished  and  pronounced  good  by  its 
Creator.  All  life  in  the  sea,  the  air,  on 
the  earth,  was  without  death.  Animals 
were  not  dying  .  .  .  Things  were  not 
changing  as  we  find  them  changing  in 
this  mortal  existence,  for  mortality  had 
not  come.  To-day  we  are  living  in  a 
world  of  change  because  we  are  living 
under  very  different  conditions  from 
those  which  prevailed  in  the  beginning 
and  before  the  fall  of  man. 

We  Latter-day  Saints  accept  the  Book 
of  Mormon  as  the  word  of  God.  We 
have  the  assurance  that  the  Lord  placed 
the  stamp  of  approval  upon  it  at  the  time 
of  the  translation  and  spoke  with  his 
own  voice  to  the  witnesses  and  com- 
manded them  to  bear  record  of  it  in  all 
the  world.  The  word  of  the  Lord  means 
more  to  me  than  anything  else.  I  place 
it  before  the  teachings  of  men.  The 
truth  is  the  thing  which  will  last.  All 
the  theory,  philosophy  and  wisdom  of  the 
wise  that  is  not  in  harmony  with  revealed 
truth  from  iGod,  will  perish.  It  must 
change  and  pass  away,  and  it  is  changing 
and  passing  away  constantly,  but  when 
the  Lord  speaks  that  is  eternal  truth  on 
which  we  may  rely. 

The  Gospel  teaches  us  that  if  Adam 
and  Eve  had  not  partaken  of  that  fruit 
of  the  tree  of  the  Knowledge  of  Good  and 
Evil  they  would  have  remained  in  the 
garden  of  Eden  in  that  same  condition 
prevailing  before  the  fall.  Under  those 
conditions  they  would  have  had  no  seed 
"  Adam  fell  that  man  might  be"  as  i\> 
was  decreed  in  the  heavens  before  the 
world  was.  Lehi  has  given  us  a  very 
clear  and  comprehensive  view  of  the  mis- 
sion of  Adam  and  of  the  atonement  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  Book  of  Mormon 
is  very  explicit  in  teaching  these  funda- 
mental doctrines.  In  regard  to  the  pre- 
mortal condition  of  Adam  and  the  entire 
earth,  Lehi  has  stated  the  following: 
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And  new  behold,  if  Adam  had  not 
transgressed  he  would  not  have  fallen, 
but  he  would  have  remained  in  the  gar- 
den of  Eden.  And  all  things  which  were 
created  must  have  remained  in  the  same 
state  in  which  they  were  after  they  were 
created ;  and  they  must  have  remained 
forever,  and  had  no  end. 

Is  not  this  statement  plain  enough? 
Whom  are  you  going  to  believe,  the 
Lord,  or  men? 

The  Foreordained  Plan. 

The  Lord  did  not  intend  the  earth  to 
stay  in  that  condition.  Lehi  further  says: 
"  But  behold,  all  things  have  been  done 
in  the  wisdom  of  him  who  knoweth  all 
things. "  This  earth  was  prepared  for  the 
advancement  of  the  children  of  God.  We 
came  from  the  j)re-existence  to  receive 
tabernacles  of  flesh  and  bones  and  to  pass 
through  mortality.  It  was  decreed  in 
the  heavens  that  men  should  die  after 
coming  into  this  probation  and  learning 
the  pains  and  tribulations  of  mortality  as 
well  as  its  joys  and  happiness.  Jesus 
Christ  is  spoken  of  in  the  scriptures  as 
the  Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of 
the  world.  Peter  says  we  were  not  re- 
deemed with  corruptible  things,  as  silver 
and  gold,  but  with  the  precious,  blood  of 
Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  without  blemish, 
'  Who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the 
i  foundation  of  the  world,  but  was  mani- 
fest in  these  last  time  for  you."  So  the 
plan  of  salvation  was  all  understood  in 
the  world  of  spirits  and  we  were  taught 
the  purpose  of  mortal  life  which  Adam 
should  bring  into*  the  earth. 

Exact  Manner  or  Creation  will  yet  be 
Revealed. 

By  revelation  we  are  well  informed 
that  Adam  was  not  subject  to>  death 
when  he  was  placed  in  the  garden  of 
Eden,  nor  was  there  any  death  upon  the 
earth.  The  Lord  has  not  seen  fit  to  tell 
us  definitely  just  how  Adam  came  for  we 
are  not  ready  to  receive  that  truth.  He 
did  not  come  here  a  resurrected  being  to 
die  again  for  we  are  taught  most  clearly 
that  those  who'  pass  through  the  resurrec- 
tion receive  eternal  life,  and  can  die  no 
more.     It  is   sufficient  for  us  to  know, 


until  the  Lord  reveals  more  about  it, 
that  Adam  was  not  subject  to  death  but 
had  the  power,  through  transgressing  the 
law,  to  become  subject  to  death  and  to 
cause  the  same  curse  to  come  upon  the 
earth  and  all  life  upon  it.  Eor  this  earth, 
once  pronounced  good,  was  cursed  after 
the  fall.  It  is  passing  through  its  mortal 
probation  as  well  as  the  life  which  is 
upon  it,  and  will  eventually  receive  the 
resurrection  and  a  place  of  exaltation 
which  is  decreed  in  the  heavens  for  it. 

The  time  will  come  when  we  shall  be 
informed  all  about  Adam  and  the  manner 
of  creation  for  the  Lord  has  promised 
that  when  he  comes  he  will  make  all 
these  things  known.  These  are  his  words : 

Yea,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  in  that  day 
when  the  Lord  shall  come,  he  shall  reveal 
all  things — 

Things  which  have  passed,  and  hidden 
things  which  no  man  knew,  things  of  the 
earth,  by  which  it  was  made,  and  the 
pupose  and  the  end  thereof — 

Things  most  precious,  things  that  are 
above,  and  things  that  are  beneath,  things 
that  are  in  the  earth,  and  upon  the  earth, 
and  in  heaven."  (D.  and  C.  101:  33-34). 

For  my  part,  I  am  willing  to  wait  until 
this  time  to  learn  the  truth  of  these 
things.  This  information  was  given  to 
the  Saints  at  one  time  in  a  former  dis- 
pensation, but  the  Lord  has  said  we  may 
not  have  it  in  the  days  of  wickedness. 
When  the  Gentiles  "shall  repent  of  their 
iniquity,  and  become  clean  before  the 
Lord,"  then  it  shall  be  revealed  again. 
(Ether  4:  6-7). 

When  We  have  Faith  like  unto  the 
Brother  of  Jared. 

You  have  read  the  story  of  the  brother 
Jared,  how  he  prayed  to  the  Lord  to 
touch  the  stones  he  had  prepared  to>  give 
light  in  the  barges.  When  he  saw  the 
finger  of  the  Lord  he  was  afraid  and  said 
that  he  did  not  know  the  Lord  had  a 
body  of  flesh  and  blood.  Gaining  confi- 
dence he  asked  the  Savior  to>  show  him- 
self to  him.  This  the  Lord  did,  explain- 
ing that  it  was  the  body  of  his  spirit ; 
that  he  did  not  have  a  body  of  flesh  and 
blood,  but  as  he  appeared  in  the  spirit  so 
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should  he  appear  in  like  form  in  the  flesh 
upon  the  earth  in  the  meridian  of  time. 
The  Savior  never  had  a  body  of  flesh  un- 
til he  was  born  into  this  world  the  son  of 
Mary  of  Bethlehem.  Some  people  write 
to  me  asking  how  Jesus  could  perform 
the  great  work  which  he  did  before  he 
-came  into*  this  world,  if  he  did  not  have 
a  body  of  flesh  and  bones.  They  seem  to 
think  that-  no>  work  can  be  performed  by 
any  of  the  children  of  God  unless  he  has 
obtained  a  tabernacle  of  flesh.  The 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  has  said  that  this 
-doctrine  of  reincarnation  is  the  doctrine 
of  the  devil.  We  do  not  believe  any  such 
doctrine.  Jesus  did  all  that  the  scriptures 
say  he  did,  before  he  had  a  body  of  flesh. 
Every  individual  has  but  one  body  of 
flesh  and  bones,  and  the  same  spirit 
which  possesses  that  body  in  this  mortal 
life  will  possess  the  same  body  after  re- 
surrection.    But  to  return. 

The  Brother  of  Jared  saw  the  Lord, 
and  SO'  great  was  his  faith  that  the  Lord 
revealed  to  him  all  things  from  the  be- 
ginning to  the  end  of  time.  So  great  was 
his  faith  that  "  the  Lord  could  not  with- 
hold anything  from  him." 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  said 
unto  the  brother  of  Jared:  Behold,  thou 
shall  not  suffer  these  things  which  ye 
have  seen  and  heard  to  go>  forth  unto  the 
world,  until  the  time  cometh  that  I  shall 
glorify  my  name  in  the  flesh;  wherefore, 
ye  shall  treasure  up  the  things  which  ye 
have  seen  and  heard,  and  show  them  to 
no  man. 

And  behold,  when  ye  shall  come  unto 
me,  ye  shall  write  them  and  shall  seal 
them  up,  that  no  one  can  interpret  them  ; 
for  ye  shall  write  them  in  a  language  that 
they  cannot  be  read. 

And  behold,  these  two  stones  will  I  give 
unto  thee,  and  ye  shall  seal  them  up  also 
with  the  things  which  ye  shall  write. 

For   behold,      the   language  which  ye 

shall  write  I  have  confounded  ;  wherefore 

I  will  cause  in  my  own  due  time  that 

these  stones  shall  magnify  to  the  eyes  of 

.  men  these  things  which  ye  shall  write. 

So  the  brother  of  Jared  wrote  all  about 

,Adam;  all  about  the  creation  and  many 

other  things,  which  the  world  in  its  great 


wisdom  cannot  have  today  because  we 
are  not  willing  in  the  spirit  of  faith,  such 
as  the  brother  of  Jared  had,  to  accept  the 
things  of  the  Lord.  The  wise  men  of  to- 
day would  find  the  things  of  the  Lord  in 
conflict  with  their  theories,  and  because 
of  the  hardness  of  our  hearts  we  must 
wait  until,  in  the  spirit  of  true  repent- 
ance and  faith,  we  are  cleansed  and 
wickedness  is  banished  from  the  earth. 

The  "  Fall  of  Man  "  and  Death  Lead  to 
Progression. 

This  much  regarding  Adam  has  Been 
revealed:  He  transgressed  the  law  under 
which  he  was  living  in  the  garden  of 
Eden  and  was  driven  out  to  till  the  earth. 
A  curse  was  placed  upon  the  earth  and 
upon  all  things,  and  they  became  mortal 
— the  earth,  animal  life,  plant  life  and 
man.  But  this  mortality  was  the  means 
of  giving  to  all  men  the  privilege  of  pass- 
ing through  pain,  sorrow,  temptation  and 
joy,  thus  increasing  their  education  in 
preparation  for  the  life  which  is  to  come. 
We  speak  of  this  as  a  fall,  but  Adam 
descended  that  he  might  rise,  for  with- 
out these  experiences  neither  he  nor  his 
children  could  have  experienced  the  many 
vicissitudes  of  this  present  life.  Without 
the  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ  we  could 
not  pass  through  the  resurrection  and 
death  would  have  held  claim  upon  every 
creature.  Lehi  further  says- 
Adam  fell  that  men  might  be ;  and 
men  are  that  they  might  have  joy. 

And  the  Messiah  cometh  in  the  fulness 
of  time,  that  he  may  redeem  the  children 
of  men  from  the  fall.  And  because  that 
they  are  redeemed  from  the  fall  they 
have  become  free  forever,  knowing  good 
from  evil ;  to  act  for  themselves  and  not 
to  be  acted  upon,  save  it  be  by  the 
punishment  of  the  law  at  the  great  and 
last  day,  according  to  the  commandments- 
which  God  hath  given. 

Jacob,  also  discoursing  on  the  atone- 
ment of  Christ  has  said  : 

For  as  death  hath  passed  upon  all  men, 
to  fulfil  the  merciful  plan  of  the  great 
Creator,  there  must  needs  be  a  power  of 
resurrection,  and  the  resurrection  must 
needs  come  unto  man  by  reason  of  the 
fall ;    and  the    fall    came    by    reason  of 
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transgression  ;  and  because  man  became 
fallen  they  were  cut  off  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord. 

Wherefore,  it  must  needs  be  an  infinite 
atonement— save  it  should  be  an  infinite 
atonement  this  corruption  could  not  put 
on  incorruption.  Wherefore,  the  first 
judgment  which  came  upon  man  must 
needs  have  remained  to  an  endless  dura- 
tion. And  if  so,  this  flesh  must  have  laid 
down  to  rot  and  to  crumble  to  its  mother 
earth,  to  rise  no  more." 

This  is  a  very  clear  statement  dealing 
with  the  atonement  and  the  fall  of  man. 
This  prophet  then  goes  on  to>  say  that  if 
Christ  had  not  come  to  offer  himself  a 
sacrifice  for  sin,  and  to  redeem  us  from 
death  and  hell  our  bodies  would  have  re- 
turned to  the  dust  and  our  spirits  would 
have  become  subject  to  Satan  forever. 
Christ  came  into  the  world  and  bought 
us  through  the  shedding  of  his  blood, 
and  redeemed  us  from  this  mortal  life. 
He  was  not  subject  to  death  and  was  free 
from  sin,  therefore  could  offer  himself  a 
sacrifice  not  being  under  the  curse.  1 
would  like  to  have  you  ponder  over  the 
expression  I  have  quoted:  "For  as  death 
hath  passed  upon  all  men,  to  fulfil  the 
merciful  plan  of  the  great  Creator."  Who 
outside  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  under- 
stands the  significance  of  this  expression? 
We  do  not  look  upon  the  fall  as  a 
calamity,  as  a  great  mistake,  something 
which  upset  the  plan  of  the  great  Creator. 
It  was  a  part  of  that  plan  brought  about 
to  further  his  great  work  of  bringing  im- 
mortality and  eternal  life  to  all  men. 
Christ  came  that  we  might  have  life  and 
that  we  might  have  it  more  abundantly. 
When  he  said  this  he  did  not  confine  this 
promise  of  abundant  life  to  mortal  action 
as  some  seem  to  think.  He  was  speaking 
of  the  great  eternal  life  and  immortality 
which,  through  him,  shall  come  to  all.

He  that  is  loyal  to  that  which  is  least, 
will  be  loyal  to  that  which  is  much. 


Walter  O.  Hanson. 

When  God,  the  Eternal  Father,  issued 
the  great  fiat  to  our  first  parents  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden ;  "  eat  not  of  the  fruit  of 
the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil, 
for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  thou  shalt 
surely  die  ' ' ;  they  and  their  posterity 
were  doomed  to  absolute  temporal  anni- 
hiliation  and  spiritual  death,  "  insomuch 
as  they  would  forever  be  cut  off  from  the 
Father,"  if  they  disregarded  the  basic 
law,  "  Obedience."  Adam  and  his  con- 
sort, fully  aware  of  the  consequence  en- 
tailed by  their  lapse,  must  have  suffered 
intense  mental  agonies  in  contemplating 
their  future  doom,  until  an  Angel  re- 
vealed to  them  the  plan  of  redemption; 
through  the  operation  of  which  they 
would  be  absolved  from  the  consequence 
of  their  first  transgression,  and  the  way 
opened  whereby  they  might  regain  the 
presence  of  their  Divine  parents,  and  re- 
occupy  their  temporal  tabernacles.  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints  teaches  the  doctrine  of  a  literal 
resurrection,  and  actual  re-union  of  de- 
parted spirits  and  the  tabernacles  with 
which  they  were  clothed  during  mortal 
probation. 

The  first  law  "  Obedience  "  having 
been  violated,  justice  demanded  the  ful- 
fillment of  the  penalty,  but  mercy 
claimed  the  guilty  by  reason  of  the 
vicarious  sacrifice  made  by  the  Son  of 
God,  who  overcame  death,  rose  again 
with  the  same  tabernacle  he  laid  down 
with  at  death,  and  so  became  "  the  first 
fruits  of  those  who  slept."  "For  since 
by  man  came  death  by  man  came  also 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead ;  as  in  Adam 
all  die  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive  .  .  .."  Thus  very  briefly  is  shown 
the  cause  of  death  and  the  power  by 
whioh  the  resurrection  is  accomplished. 

We  will  now  investigate  the  times 
when  this  redemption  takes  place.  Alma, 
the  Nephite  Prophet,  instructing  his  son 
Corianton,  B.C.  73,  told  him  that  he  had 
inquired  dilligently  of  the  Lord  that  he 
might  know  concerning  the  resurrection 
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of  the  dead  and  asserted  in  language  void 
of  all  ambiguity  that  all  those  who*  have 
lived  and  died  on  this  earth  previous  to 
the  coming  of  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
Meridian  of  time,  will  rise  before  those 
who  die  after  his  coming.  Whether  the 
righteous  and  the  wicked  were  resurrect- 
ed at  the  same  time  Alma  was  unable  to 
say,  not  having  been  so  far  enlightened  ; 
neither  does  he  say  this  event  will  be 
coincident  with  that  of  our  Lord's  resur- 
rection, but  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that 
the  righteous  would  arise  first,  and  the 
remainder  in  their  allotted  time.  Alma 
Chapter  40,  Book  of  Mormon. 

Again  at  the  second  coming  of  our 
Lord  in  His  glory,  a  trump  shall  sound 
both  loud  and  long  ..."  and  they  shall 
come  forth  even  the  dead  which  died  in 
me"  D.C.  Section  29,  Verse  13.  Also 
the  heathen  nations  shall  be  redeemed 
at  that  time.     Sec.  45  v.  54. 

At  the  termination  of  the  Millenuim, 
Michael,  the  Archangel  shall  sound  his 
trump,  and  they  shall  "  all  the  dead 
awake  "  for  their  graves  shall  be  opened 
and  thev  shall  come  forth;  yea  even  all. 
D.C.  Sec.  29,  Verse  26. 

And  this  bringeth  to  pass  the  restora- 
tion spoken  of  by  the  mouths  of  the 
prophets  ;  and  the  spirits  shall  be  restored 
to  the  bodies,  and  also  ever  limb  and 
joint  thereto  also,  not  even  a  hair  of  the 
head  shall  be  lost,  but  all  things  restored 
to  its  proper  and  perfect  frame.  Alma 
Chapter  40. 

The  spirit  and  the  body,  is  the  soul  of 
man.  And  the  resurrection  from  the  dead 
is  the  redemption  of  the  soul.  And  the 
redemption  of  the  soul  is  through  him 
who  quicketh  all  things.  D.  &C.  Sec.  86, 
Verse  15  to  17. 


NOT  A  PROBLEM— A  CURSE. 


In  one  borough  of  London,  where  op- 
ponents of  prohibition  boast  that  the  fight 
against  liquor  has  been  fought  and  won, 
the  latest  figures  show  that  though  a 
third  of  the  population  are  children  under 
twelve  years  of  age,  more  than  seven 
times  as  much  was  spent  on  strong  drink 


as  on  milk.  Indeed,  the  amount  spent 
on  alcohol  was  nearly  a  million  dollars 
more  than  the  total  amount  spent  on 
bread,  milk,  rent  and  taxes.  The  district 
has  a  population  of  about  115,000,  and  is 
probably  the  poorest  in  London. 

Is  it  any  wonder?  Yet  there  are  people 
who  still  persist  that  drunkenness  is  not 
the  cause  of  poverty  but  that  poverty  is 
the  cause  of  drunkenness.  It  is  true  that 
the  two  causes  are  closely  interwoven, 
and  it  is  not  always  easy  to  meet  the  old 
familiar  challenge  that  amid  such  squalor 
and  despair  the  lethal  stupor  of  strong 
drink  is  often  welcomed  as  "the  shortest 
way  out,."  But  what  excuse  is  that  for 
the  wanton  waste  of  human  lives,  of  de- 
cency, of  money  and  of  everything? 
What  justification  is  it  for  the  man  whose 
life  has  come  to  consist  of  nothing  but 
work,  to  earn  money,  and  booze,  for 
which  to  spend  it? 

A  London  suburb  may  be  a  far  cry  for 
a  condition  to  point  this  moral  and  adorn 
this  tale.  But  like  conditions  prevailed 
under  our  own  eyes  much  nearer  home 
before  the  blessings  of  prohibition  were 
vouchsafed,  and  they  would  prevail  again 
to  an  extent  that  no  man  can  estimate 
were  those  blessings  withdrawn.

If  this  work  were  not  true,  our  mis- 
sionary system  would  destroy  it  in  a 
very  short  time."  This  thought  was  ex- 
pressed by  President  Heber  J.  Grant  in 
a  recent  sermon,  and  a  serious  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  will  bring  the  convic- 
tion that  it  is  literally  true.  Tens  of 
thousands  of  men,  young  and  old,  have 
gone  out  into  the  world  to  expound  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church.  It  is  almost 
universally  conceded  that  their  motives 
in  thus  going  are  honest  and  that  they  are 
sincere  in  their  efforts.  If  this  is  true, 
it  is  inconceivable  that  they  would  at 
their  own  expense  and  with  no  hope  of 
earthly  gain  disseminate  an  imposture. 
Being  reasonably  intelligent,  it  is  equally 
inconceivable  that  they  would  not  dis- 
cover the  first  appearance  of  falsehood  in 
their  pretensions,  and,  as  honest  men, 
expose  the  fraud.  Many  of  these  mis- 
sionaries are  college  graduates  who  have 
learned  how  to  analyze  a  situation,  to 
make  comparisons,  and  to  reach  logical 
conclusions.  They  have  learned  to  do 
their  own  thinking  and  to  think  things 
through.  Marvellous  opportunities  are 
given  them  to  compare  "  Mormonism  " 
with  other  systems.  Missionaries  of  this 
Church  meet  ministers  and  laity,  teachers 
and  students,  leaders  and  followers.  They 
meet  trained  opponents  whose  arguments 
must  be  answered. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  would  seem 
the  charge  that  our  representatives  are 
deluded  must  be  dismissed. 

Some  people,  of  course,  doubt  their 
sincerity,  but  can  these  doubters  suggest 
a  reason  why  men  leave  home  and  loved 
ones,  spend  time,  means,  and  energy  in 
promoting  a  fraud  without  any  possible 
chance  for  gain? 

President  Grant's-  observations  on  this 
subject  are  shared  by  the  rank  and  file 
of  Latter-day  Saints.     He  says: 

"  I  have  never  investigated  beyond  my 
own  experience  in  life,  but  I  know  of  no 
single  missionary  who  has  gone  out  into 
the  world,  not  one,  who  has  been  con- 
verted to  any  other  religion  and  come 
home  to  announce    that    this    Gospel  of 


Jesus  Christ  is  not  true.  But  by  the 
hundreds  and  thousands,  during  my  life, 
I  have  heard  the  testimonies  of  the 
young  men  and  the  young  women  who 
have  gone  out  to  proclaim  this  Gospel  re- 
turning from  their  missionary  work  and 
bearing  witness  that  they  had  an  in- 
creased knowledge  of  the  divinity  of  this 
work,  that  their  testimonies  had  been 
strengthened.  Think  of  it!  What  a  won- 
derful miracle  it  is  that  with  this  'false' 
prophet  and  these  'purported'  revelations 
ov*r  young  inexperienced  members  of  the 
Church  go'  out  and  come  m  contact  with 
all  the  education,  all  the  learning,  and  all 
the  faiths  of  the  world,  and  yet  the 
churches  have  not  been  able  to  convert 
any  of  them  and  show  them  that  straight 
and  narrow  path  that  leads  to  life  eternal.

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TEMPORAL  AND  SPIRITUAL  LAWS.

Laws   are  rules  of  activity  or  restric- 
tion decided  upon    by     those     who  have 
authority.     English  statesmen  have  said, 
."Law  is   nothing  else   but 'reason,    and 
.  law  is  beneficent  acting  by  rule." 

Laws  have  been  devised  to  regulate 
every  conceivable  phase  of  human  activi- 
ty and  conduct. 

Temporal  laws  are  for  the  good  and 
safety  of  society. 

Of  the  millions  of  people  upon  this 
earth  there  are  some  of  every  degree  of 
intelligence,  from  the  most  stupid  moron 
to  the  wisest  of  men.  There  are  all  types 
of  humanity  from  brutal,  selfish  fools  to 
the  greatest  of  benevolent  citizens.  All 
have  different  habits  and  ideals.  That 
all  may  live  peacably  together  without  in- 
fringing or  restricting  each  other,  laws 
are  necessary. 

We  read,  "  We  believe  that  no  govern - 
.ment  can  exist  in  peace  except  such  laws 
are  framed  and  held  inviolate  as  will 
secure  to  each  individual  the  free  exer- 
cise of  conscience,  the  right  and  control 
of  property  and  the  protection  of  life. 

"  All  men  owe  respect  and  deference 
to  the  laws,  as  without  them,  peace  and 
harmony  would  be  supplanted  by  anarchy 
and  terror." 

Law  is  much  better  than  unrestricted 
liberty,  for  law  gives  more  happiness. 

If  we  desire  harmony  and  safety  here, 
we  must  not  only  keep  the  laws  of  the 
land,  but  we  must  also'  influence  others 
to  live  them. 

We  believe  in  being  merciful  where 
there  is  contrite  repentance.  Never  the 
less  laws  should  be  rigidly  enforced. 

In  Engeland  where  every  murderer  is 
speedily  sentenced  to  death,  very  few 
murders  are  committed. 

Law-breakers  are  mentally  deficient. 
To  some  it  might  appear  clever  of  a  con- 
vict to  get  himself  out  of  prison  by  forg- 
ing court  orders.  But  the  same  fool  got 
himself  back  by  forging  a  money  order 
for  eighty  cents. 


Any  man  with  a  good  education  or 
sound  wisdom  knows  that  crime  fails.  It 
exacts  too  high  a  price.  He  knows  that 
if  he  breaks  a  law  he  will  influence  those 
he  loves  to  lead  a  lower,  more  miserable 
life  ;  while  he  himself,  would  lose  happi- 
ness, and  peace  of  mind. 

There  is  a  worclly  penalty  for  every 
misdemeanor,  but  aside  from  that,  no 
law-breaker  has  ever  gone  unpunished, 
whether  it  be  the  bitter  pangs  of  con- 
science or  the  lowering  of  moral  stan- 
dards with  its  downward  pull.  Every 
offence  against  a  vital  law  brings  its  own 
penalty  because  fear,  distrust,  enmity, 
deception  and  misery  follow  crime. 

Obedience  to  our  countries  laws 
brings  self  repect,  fellowship,  worthy 
companionship,  peace  of  mind  and  happi- 
ness. 

Spiritual  laws  are  given  to  us  from  our 
Heavenly  Father,  by  revelation.  Every- 
one is  founded  on  a  national  principle. 
The  result  of  obedience  or  disobedience  to 
these' laws  is  as  unchangeable  as  is  the 
law  of  gravitation.  God  has  given  us 
these  laws  and  in  His  infinite  wisdom 
has  given  us  those  we  need  at  present. 
We  expect  to  receive  greater  laws  as  soon 
as  we  are  able  to  live  well,  the  lesser 
ones  He  has  given. 

The  golden  rule  says:  "Do  unto  others 
as  you  yculd  have  others  do  unto  you." 
We  must  try  to  live  the  law  of  God.  We 
should  also  do  all  we  can  to  teach  the 
word  of  God  to  others,  as  we  would  Wish 
them  to  help  us. 

Spiritual  laws  are  necessary  for  our 
pursuit  of  happiness  here.  But  much 
more  important  is  their  need  in  helping 
our  spirits  gain  mastery  over  our  bodies. 
Our  flesh  seems  to  clamor  for  earthly 
pleasures.  We  must  subdue  that  flesh, 
and  get  it  in  the  habit  of  performing  the 
habit  duties,  because  our  habits  become 
a  part  of  us  and  will  be  ours  throughout 
eternity. 

"  There  is  a  law  ir-revocably  decreed 
in  heaven  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  upon  which  all  blessings  are  pre- 
dicated." 

"  And  where  we  obtain  any  blessing 
from  God,  it  is  by  obedience  to  that  law 
upon  which  it  is  predicated." 
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Amongst  the  lesser  spiritual  laws  are 
those  of  "tithing1, "  "Word  of  Wisdom," 
"  Prayer  "  and  "  Keeping  the  Sabbath 
day  holy."  If  we  keep  these  laws  in  the 
spirit  as  well  as  the  letter,  we  will  never 
break  a  vital,  civil  law.  More  than  that, 
our  characters  will  grow  in  wisdom  and 
truth. 

Perhaps  these  laws  are  ignored  or 
broken  too  much  because  we  do  not 
realize  our  punishment  when  we  fail  to 
keep  them. 

The  reward  of  joy  which  comes  from 
keeping  the  greater  commandments  such 
as,  "Thou  shalt  love  thine  enemies," 
can  only  be  proved  by  exeperience.  But 
great  minds  attest  their  true  worth. 

Booker  T.  Washinton,  ridiculed  and 
scorned,  when  finally  he  reached  the 
pinnacle  of  colored  man's  fame,  said, 
"  I  early  resolved  that  I  would  permit 
no  man  to  narrow  or  degrade  my  soul  by 
making  me  hate  him." 

A  man  is  a  green  hand  at  life  if  he  can 
not  forgive  any  mortal  thing.  Some 
think  it  is  weak  to  forgive.  It  is  rather 
a  sign  of  bigness  and  strength.  Souls  are 
shrivelled  by  hatred.  The  greatest  harm 
a  man  can  do  you  is  to  make  you  hate 
him.  No  man  was  ever  broken  by 
treachery,  ingratitude  or  unfairness — 
only  by  the  bitterness  they  sowed  in  his 
own  heart.  A  sneer  in  your  heart  is  more 
dangerous  than  a  bullet  in  your  back. 

If  we  will  keep  God's  commandments 
we  are  promised  wonderful  spiritual 
light  and  truth,  the  absolute  knowledge 
that  God  lives,  that  He  knows  what  is 
best  for  each  of  us  and  that  He  loves  us 
so  much  that  He  will  give  us  that  which 
will  lead  to  eternal  happiness. 

If  we  strive  earnestly  to>  keep  the  laws 
of  God,  we  will  not  only  be  exemplary 
citizens  of  state  and  nation,  we  will  also 
be  fit  residents  of  that  glorious  city  of 
Celestial  light,  where  onlv  love  can  dwell.
